The Succeffes in Spaiz are great in their 


_ Degree with thole here, and if I have not 
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faid fo much of them, it is, becaufe T do not. 
find, we have fo juftan Authority for the 
particulars; no Lisbon Poft or Exprefs be- 
ing yet come in: when we have the exa@ 
Account of Affairs there, 1 fhall {peak to 
them at large. 

Mean time, I cannot but obferve, how 
the wonderful Succefles of the Duke of 
Marlborough fufhus with ftrange Hopes; 
I am not tor leffering, neither what is done; 
nor what is like to hedone, I make no 
queftion, but tae French Army are entire- 
ly broke, that the beft of their Troops, both 
Menand Horfes, are loft and cut off; that 
they are ina great Confternation, and that 
great Improvements arealready, and will 
yet be made of it. I make no doubt, but 
Ghent and Bruges, with all the little Places 
both of Brabant and Flanders, will follow 
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the Fate of the City of Brufls, and that 
the Duke will be Mafter of a!l the open 
Country from the Gates of Namur to Oftend. 

I doubt not, but the Confequences of 
this Battle will extend to every Branch 
of the Confederacy; the Germans will 
take Heart, the Duke of Savoy be en- 
courag’d, Prince Eugene will cols up his 
Cap, and long to be ftriking a Blow to {e- 
cond it. Nor do I queftion abundance of 
Confeqnences attending this Victory, which 
arenot yet torefeen 

But come, Gentlemen; when all is faid, 
Jet us confider, what we are to wifh for as 

rhe Confequence; Extremes make wife 
Men ridicplous ; and § catmot but finile, 
when TY hear our People pulling the French 
King Limb from Limb, how they fall a 
fhareing this Bear-Skin, and every one will 
have a Picce. 

Nay, we have been cutting out all Framce 
among us, the Drapers will have Mor- 
daix, becaufe they want Canvas and Dou- 
las ; the honeft Sailors defire Nunts and Ro- 
ckel, becaufe they love Punch and want 
Brandy. The Good Fellow will be content 
with nothing but Bordeaux, for he can’t 
be without the Claret; the Ladies muft 
have Lyons and its Appendences, becaule 
they want Alamodes and Luftcings, the 

zaus muft have Montpelier for the Eifences 

and Perfumes; and thus a peice of France 
won't ferveus, butwe muft have all 5 and 
very particular we are uporthis Head. 

Others are for a perfonal War upon the 
King of France himfelf, and here we are 
very merry, conjeéturing what Condition 
he is in; fome will have him dumb ; fome 
raging ; others fay he muft hang himfelf, 
and the like; ihen if he won’t hang him- 
felf, we are to do itfor him 3 and he moft 

_ have no Quarter, no Peace, nothing but 
pulling him down will ferve, without exa- 
mining who is to come in his Room. 

Well, Gentlemen, thefe are very merry 
Storses, and very pleafant to hear 5 buclec 
us argue a little rationally now upon the 
Subject of Vittory, and not be too forward 
to think all our own. 

‘The French King, and hisCourt, and all 
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his Affairs are without doubt in a mofte: 
ceeding Hurry, the Surprize very great, — 
the Confternation inexpreffible ; but cool 
Thoughts will fucceed all thefe things, an 
they are, without over valluing them, a vipi- 
lant People; fo you will find, they willim- — 
mediately enter upon Meafures to recoleét 
themlelves,and rake breath; we are not to 
fuppofe them al beat tothe Devil, as the 
Gentleman that brought us the News ex- 
prefs’d it, —- and therefore I'll ask pardon 
to enter into a Scheme of Conjectures; — 
which J only offer in the Room of, and to 
fet againft the Extravazancies above; and 
I leave time, and the Event of things, to 
anfwer for the RKeafonablenefs of my 
Gueffes. a 
And as this isanodd Work, and mufibe 
attended with Uncertainties; 1 muft tell 
the Reader, I am anfwerable for no more 
than Probabilities, and fhall account no 
farther.

In this Guefs, I will fuppofe firft,iwhat 7 
think the French will do, or what they may | 
do in this very nice Conjun@ture; and next, 
a I think the Duke of Atariborougb will — 
Oe ;. 
As tothe French, we fee, they have a- 
bandon’d Lovain, Malines, Bruffels, Ge. 
and drawn the Garrifons and Magazines¢ ff. 
Whvyever looks back to the Year 1672, 
will find, the French having peflels’d great 
Part of the united Provinces, by a ftrong 
Torrent of ViGories, when he found the 
Imperialiftsand the Dutch juin’d, and that 
his numerous Garrifons took up fo many 
Troops, that ke could not keep any Army in 
the Field; he abandon’d all the Towns,as ha- 
Rily as he gain’d them,that he might not be 
match’d in the Field. he, 
The French will abandon all thofe Towns — 
they think they cannot keep, in order by 
their Garrifons, to help forma new Army3 _ 
and firft, let us fee what an Army they may 
form and fecondly, what they will dowith 
it, when ic is form’d. ee 
Firft, as to their Army 3 the Acccuntor 
their broken difordcr’d Remnantsof an Ar- 
my, fuchas they are by all our printed Ac- 
counts, are not above 23000 Men 3 and 
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mong thefe allow tur tiie wounded, the Sick, 
Gc. tuppofe them 2¢%0c, thefe are but a 
poor few, and the Battle muft ftand for 
zocoo Men, kill’d, taken and run away; 
for at the Fight they could not be lefs than 
goco0. 

Now to thefe, the Marefchal de Marfin 
will joyn his Detachinent,which was 18 Bat 
talions, ana upon this occafiun being, join’d 
with fuch Regiments, as are taken out ot 
the Towns they fhall abandon, may make 
up at leaft 10900 Men, all Fuot. 

There is no doubt, but Expreffes are 
fent away to the Marefchal Villars on the 
Upper Rhine, to make a large Detachment 
of at leaft 15coo Men from thence, and to 
a& with the reft upon the Defenfive. 

From the Garrifons of Treves, Saarbruck, 
Saar-Louis, Metz, Thiowvil, and all the 
finall Places on the Mofelle, 12000 Men 
may be drawn without Prejudice, and thus 
I cannot doubt, but you will fee the 
French appear with near 60000 Men in the 
Field again, making up the reft from the 
Towns in Flanders, which they will a- 
bandon. 

The next Queftion before me is, what 
fhall thele dor and-as Mr. Overquerque ob- 
ferves very Well in his Letter to the States, 
the French will be join’d witha great De- 
tachment, and his Grace the Duke of Mzrl- 
borough in his Letter to Mr. Secretary Aur- 
Jey, notes they will MAKE A STAND. 

And this is my Anfwer tothe Queftion, 
they will MAKE A STAND; That they 
will fight youagain, no Man can fuppofe 
me inmy Wits to imagine, much lefs chat 
I fhould fuggeft it here ; nor doI believe, 
they would fight again,tho’ they were two to 
one in Number ; for as firft, their Men are 


out of Heart; fo fecondly, it is not their 


Bufinels to fight, nor indeed was it fo be- 
fore, if I think right. 

And therefore, when ! fay, they will 
mike a Stand, Yamto be underftvod, they 
will intrench, fortifie, poft themfelves to 
Advantage, and fo as you will not think 


_ proper to attack them. If too weak, they 


will always lye under the Cannon of fome 
ftrong Town, tocover it, aad be cover'd 


by it; and thus they will dodge upon the 
Defenlive, and put a Check to your Pro- 
ceeding, if poffible, without Fighting. 

If any Man fays, the Duke wit! force 
them to fight, or affault them in their Tren- 
ches, let them be never fo firong ; to this, 
I muftiay, itas not aneafie thing to force 
§9 Or 6oCco Men to fight againf:: their 
Wills; at Aochfrer,and here, had che French 
refus'd co fight, retreared, intrench’d aod 
fortified their Camps; Iwill not fay, you 
could have forced them to ics buc their 
own Aflurances procur’d them thefe two 
Dilafters. 

But the Cafe now differs, Flanders is a 
large Country, full of moft invincible For- 
tifications 5 and ’tis eafie for an Army to 
find Protettion among fo many Fortrefles.. 

If the Contederates go to befieging of 
Towns, that would be to compleat the 
Ruin of the fineft Troops, the World ever 
faw, and lofing Time into the Bargain; fince 
while we are beating out our Mens Brains 
againft Stone Walls, the Seafon and Op- 
portunity of improving the Viétory will be 
loft, The French therefore under the Car- 
non of the ftrong Towns will be able to 
make a Stand, and yet a& fafely. 

And this I take to be the only thing 
they have left to do ; for all their Buline/s 
is to gain time, that they may not be pafh’d 
too far, but have the Winter before them 
to recover, and perhaps offer Conditions 
of Peace. 

And this leads me to enquire, what it js 
we are doing; what do we fight for; what 
is the End of it all? The honeft End is 
Peace, and the beft Reward of Viétory is 
Peace 3 an honourable fafe and lafting 
Peace: which I believe every honeft Man 
will join with me ina Petition for,
